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The Second Stage of 
the Second Coming of Christ

Introduction: In previous writ- 
ings we have endeavored to show 
the first stage of the second com- 
ing of Christ, in which He comes 
as a Bridegroom for His waiting 
Bride. In this article we propose 
not to deal so much with His com- 
ing as a Bridegroom, but particu- 
larly with His coming as King of 
kings and Lord of lords. The form- 
er relates to His coming for the 
Church. The latter refers unto His 
coming as  David’s’ Righteous 
Branch, or the covenanted King of 
the Jews. 

Text: “Behold, he cometh with 
clouds: and every eye shall see him, 
and they also which pierced him: 
and all kindreds of the earth shall 
wail because of him.” Rev. 1:7. 

Concerning the first stage of 
His coming for His Bride, let us 
notice: 1. The manner of His com- 
ing (a) “as a thief in the night.” 
1 Thess. 5:3. 2. The place of His 
coming (a) into mid-air, 1 Thess. 
4:17. The Bride was aware of His 
coming, 1 Thess. 5:4-6. Upon 
whom then does He come as “a 
thief in the night’’? The answer is, 
Upon the world which is both 
“asleep and drunken,” 1 Thess. 
5:7; Matt. 24:37-44; Rev. 3:3. At 
His first coming He came sound- 
ing a trumpet, this awakened His 
beloved, which soared away to 





meet Him in the vaulted skies. 
He Cometh With Clouds 

The marriage supper is over, and 
the rage of Antichrist against 
God’s chosen people the Jews now 
becomes the attraction and acti- 
vity of Jesus Christ before whom 
God has promised to subdue anti- 
christian nations. Therefore, Ile 
leaves from heaven with His pass- 
ports and heavenly authority to 
take the kingdoms of earth into 
His custody, Luke 19:12; Rev. 19: 
16. He does not come secretly as 
when He raptured His bride, but 
comes as He had Himself foretold 
and as is accorded by divine reve- 
lation through the prophets. From 
His own lips we have it that “ye 
shall see the Son of man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven,” Mark 
14:62. This prophecy is in complete 
harmony with that of Daniel the 
prophet as given in Chap. 7:15, 
wherein he has described it thus, 
“IT saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man 
came with the clouds of heaven, 
and came to the Ancient of days, 
and they brought him near before 
him. And there was given him do- 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
sthat all people, nations, and lang- 
uages, should serve him: his do- 
minion is an_ everlasting do- 





minion, which shall not pass away, 
and his kingdom that shall not be 
destroyed.” Mark has described 
this imminent and gorgeous event 
in chapter 13:24-37, Luke in chap- 
ter 21:25-36, Matthew in chapter 
24:27-31. All mention His coming 
in “clouds” and “with great power 
and glory.” “Who maketh the 
clouds his chariot, who walketh 
upon the wings of the wind,” Ps. 
104:3. However, many authors 
think that the clouds as here men- 
tioned are that great company of 
saints and angels who surround 
Him and make up His train inci- 
dent to invading Antichrist and his 
hosts. We are told in Rev. 19:14 
that “the armies which were in 
heaven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean.”’ In Matt. 16:27 he tells 
us that “the Son of man shall come 
in the glory of his Father with his 
angels.” What we have described 
in our text is not His coming as a 
thief in the night, nor His coming 
as a glorious Bridegroom, but that 
of His coming in glorious majesty 
to judge the world. Such an epiph- 
any does not occur to the saints, 
for they are already with Him and 
make up His train of loyal soldiers. 
Every Eye Shall See Him 

Not only every eye, but they al- 
so which pierced Him. We are not 
to think of “every eye” and they 
who “pierced him” as seeing Him 
at His immediate coming in His 
majesty to judge the world; as 
those who pierced Him will not a- 
waken until one thousand years 
after He institutes His kingdom, 
Rev. 20:4-6; but we are to medi- 
tate upon this event as particular-

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The Day of the 
Lord and The Man of Sin

“Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not 
come, except there come a falling 
away first, and that man of sin be 
revealed, the son of perdition; who 
opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God, or that 
is worshipped; so that he as God 
sitteth in the temple of God, shew- 
ing himself that he is God. Re- 
member ye not, that, when I was 
yet with you, | told you’ thes¢ 
things? And now ye know’ what 
withholdeth that he might be re- 
vealed in his time. For the mystery 
of in:quity doth already work: only 
he who now letteth will let, until 
he be taken out of the way. And 
then shall that Wicked be revealed, 
whom the Lord shall consume with 
the spirit of his mouth, and shali 
destroy with the brightness of his 
coming. Even him, whose coming 
is after the working of Satan witn 
all power and signs and lying won- 
ders, and w.th all deceivableness of 
unrighteousness in them that per- 
ish; because they received not the 
love of the truth, that they might 
be saved. And for this cause God 
shall send them strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie: that 
they all might be damned who be- 
lieve not the truth, but had pleas- 
ure in unrighteousness,” 2 Thess. 
2 :3-12. 

These scriptures given by Paul 
to the Thessalonians are certainly 
being made plain in these last days 
of evils. In reading the Syriac we 
find it makes it plain. The Syriac 
says, “Unless there previously 
comes a defect and that man of sin 
be revealed.” The falling away 
from the orthodox faith is certain- 
ly being made plain in these last 


days. Thousands of ministers who 
profess Christianity and fill many 
of the pulpits in America are de- 
nouncing the divinity of Jesus 
Christ. Hence we can see the work- 
ing of the mystery of lawlessness 
under divine restraint, which had 
already begun in the apostle’s time, 
the apostasy of the _ professed 
church. The 7th verse refers us to 
the Restrainer. It is the person 
“He,” and since a mystery always 
implies a supernatural element, 
Matt. 13:11, this person can be 
none other than the Holy Ghost, 
who is working in the Church, 
and will be taken out of the way 
before the revelation of the man of 
sin. 

In Daniel’s vision the angel 
showed him that it was to be di- 
vided into three parts. First, seven 
weeks or forty-nine years when 
the Jews were to be reestablished 
in their homeland and the wall re- 
built. Then, in 434 years or sixty- 
two weeks the Messiah was to 
come. This was fulfilled in the birth 
and manifestation of Christ. in 
verse 26 of Daniel 9, the latter 
clause, it is obviously an indetermi- 
nate period. The exact date of the 
crucifixion is not fixed but it says, 
“Messiah shall be cut off but not 
for Himself: and the people of the 
prince that shall come shall destroy 
the city and the sanctuary.” This 
was fulfilled when Titus besieged 
Jerusalem and destroyed the city 
and carried the people away cap- 
tive. His attack and destruction of 
the city is but the adumbration of 
the great and awful conflict of the 
Antichrist on the city and against 
the 144,000 Jews that are sealed 


by God in their right hands and in 
their foreheads during the tribula- 
tion. The latter part of verse 26 
says, “And the end thereof shall be 
with a flood, and unto the end of 
the war desolations are deter- 
mined.” Evidently we are in the 
closing time of this indeterminate 
period. This has already lasted al- 
most two thousand years, and we 
see that earthquakes, famines, 
wars and desolations are being 
poured out with all their fury. It is 
also stated that during this period 
the mystery should be accomplish- 
ed. The outcalling of the Church 
will take place before the seventh 
week will begin. It is not stated 
anywhere in the Bible how long 
this grace or church age will last, 
but as we look upon the scene and 
see the confusion and the over- 
spreading of sin and crime we are 
aware of the fact that it can’t be 
long until the coming of Jesus. 
We see the Jews returning by 
the thousands and every prophecy 
concerning God’s dealing with His 
people, the Jews, is fulfilled. The 
working powers of the Holy Ghost 
are certainly being manifested m 
a wonderful way in most every na- 
tion. Millions of people are filled 
with the Holy Ghost with the Bible 
evidence. On the other hand, those 
who will not go on and receive the 
blessings of God are drifting into 
sinful practices and millions of 
them are denying the faith, hence 
we see the greatest falling away 
the world has ever known. At the 
same time thousands of hungry 


hearts are inquir‘ng for more 
knowledge of the Word of God 


that they might be fully able to 
meet conditions and be ready when 
Jesus comes back. I have had more 
inquiries this year for tracts and 
information concerning Daniel and 
Revelation than any previous time. 
Many are in real earnest about get- 
ting ready for the coming of Jesus, 
and we are trying our best to give 
them light on this subject.

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Christ Cares for The Church

“Christ also loved the church and 
gave himself for it; that he might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word, that 
he might present it to himself a 
glorious church, not having spot 
or wrinkle or any such thing; but 
that it should be holy and without 
blemish” (Eph. 5:25-27). 

There is a very close relationship 
between Christ and His Church. 
Paul here uses the marriage rela- 
tion—the love of a husband and 
wife, to illustrate Christ’s love and 
care for the Church. The Church is 
very dear to Him. He loved it so 
much that He gave Himself for it. 
He purchased it with His own 
blood. As Eve was taken out of 
Adam’s side, so the Church, figura- 
tively speaking, was taken out of 
Christ’s side. It is for this reason 
that He loves her and honors her 
as a bridegroom does his bride. He 
bestows upon her His sacred and 
tender affection. He guards her 
with a solicitous and jealous care. 
As the bridegroom rejoices over his 
bride, so Christ rejoices over His 
Church. As the bridegroom’ gives 
gifts to his bride, so Christ has 
given gifts to His Church—the gift 
of righteousness and the exceed- 
ing riches of His grace, glory, and 
divine power. He became poor that 
His Church might be rich—“being 
enriched in everything to all 
bountifulness.” 

His Promises to the Church 

“Exceeding great and precious 
promises,” Peter tells us, are given 
unto us for our spiritual well-being 
and for the development of godli- 
ness and a Christlike character. 
Christ Himself spoke these consol- 
ing words: “Fear not, little flock; 
it is your Father’s good pleasure to 
give you the kingdom.” “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all. . . things 
shall be added unto you.” All the 
blessings of the kingdom surely go 
with the kingdom. A child of the 
king falls heir to all the riches of 
the kingdom. 

But what are the blessings of 
the kingdom? First, note the spir- 
itual blessings of righteousness, 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. 
This experience within is the 
source of true happiness. It is God’s 
will that His children should en- 
joy themselves and be happy. A 
Christian live without joy and hap- 


piness is a dreary thing. It is like 
a well without water, and like a 
tree in the desert which is doomed 
to wither in the heat for lack of 
moisture. 

Christ has abundantly provided 
for the happiness and prosperity of 
His Church. Promises of temporal 
blessings and good health are also 
included in the blessings of the 
kingdom. But we can only realize 
the promise of these when we have 
made spiritual things first. We are 
exhorted not to “trust in uncertain 
riches, but in the living God, who 
giveth us richly all things to en- 
joy.” For “he that spared not his 
own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with him 
also freely give us all things?” 
(Rom. 8:32). And again he says, 
“All things are yours . .. whether 
Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, or the 
world (temporal things), or life, or 
death, or things present or things 
to come; all are yours” (1 Cor. 3: 
22). What great promises! What a 
glorious heritage for those who are 
His! But alas! how many so-called 
churches today are dry, joyless, 
and barren; void of spiritual life 
and power! 

Isaiah portrayed the glories of 
Christ’s kingdom and the beauties 
of His Church thus: “The wilder- 
ness and the solitary place _ shall 
be glad for them: and the desert 
shall blossom as the rose. It shall 
blossom abundantly and_ rejoice 
even with joy and singing: the 
glory of Lebanon shall be given un- 
to it, the excellency of Carmel and 
Sharon, they shall see the glory of 
the Lord, and the excellency of our 
God.” (Isa. 35:1-2). “The glory of 
Lebanon shall come unto thee, the 
fir tree, the pine tree and the box 
together, to beautify the place of 
my sanctuary; and I will make the 
place of my feet glorious” (Isa. 60: 
13). 

Some congregations do not come 
up tc this standard of spirituality. 
They do not flourish as they once 
did. The glories of the church as 
pictured by the prophet have long 
ceased to apply to them. They have 
behaved so as justly to merit the 
displeasure and rebuke of Jeho- 
vah. The Lamentations of Jere- 
miah are more applicable to some 
churches than Isaiah’s portrait of 
glory: ‘““How hath the Lord covered 
the daughter of Zion with a cloud 
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in his anger, and cast down from 
heaven unto the earth the beauty 
of Israel.”’ “How doth the city sit 
solitary (a hermit congregation) 
that was full of people! How is she 
become a widow! She that was 
great among the nations (had a 
powerful influence in the commun- 
ity) ; how is she become a widow.” 
“How is the gold become dim! how 
is the most fine gold changed!” 
How does it come that spirituality 
has declined to such a low ebb and 
that the love of God has waxed so 
cold in some churches that spirit- 
ual progress has ceased? What has 
caused this change? Can there 
ever be a return to the old-time 
glory? Can there be a restoration 
of spiritual health and power to 
such a church? “Can these dry 
bones live?” Is there a possibility 
of revival? If so, how can spiritual 
life be revived? ‘“‘Lord, thou know- 
est’”—with God all things are pos- 
sible. 

Diagnosing and Prescribing a 

Cure 

Christ’s message to the seven 
churches in Asia is a good example 
of His dealings with abnormal 
churches of today. First, He recog- 
nized all their good qualities, then 
pointed out their failings, and then 
prescribed a cure for their ills. 
What love, what care, what wis- 
dom are shown here by the Master 
Physician! But also notice what 
emphatic demands to bring about 
a perfect restoration: “Repent and 
do the first works or else I will 
come ... and remove thy candle- 
stick out of his place, except thou 
repent” (Rev. 2:5). Repent be- 
cause you have lost your first love. 
Repent, because you hold fast my 
name, but have denied my faith. 
Repent, because you have a name 
that you live and are dead. Repent, 
because you are lukewarm and 
pride yourself in your riches, Re- 
pent! Repent!! Repent!!! are His 
stern demands, springing from the 
motive of divine love. 

There are congregations today 
who are afflicted with similar evils 
—lukewarm and not aware of it, 
an indifferent, passive attitude to- 
ward spiritual progress, no soul 
burden or love for souls for whom 
Christ died. They’ve lost their first 
love. With the loss of love went 
their spiritual zeal and fervor. In 
fact the whole atmosphere of some 
congregations seems to be crusted 
over with various things so that 
soul saving is almost impossible. 

When faultfinding, uncharitable 
criticism, self-seeking and little 








envies and jealousy creep in, spirit- 
uality is surely crushed out. Phari- 
saism and legalism are generally 
substituted for truth and love. The 
unforgiving attitude often held by 
members of the same congregation 
grieves the Holy Ghost and makes 
it impossible for God to work and 
answer prayer. Harboring such 
things becomes a curse. Thus peo- 
ple become blinded to the truth, 
disloyal to Christ, and indifferent 
toward their real responsibility to 
God in fulfilling their mission. They 
are wretched and miserable and 
poor and blind and naked, and 
know it not. “O Ephraim, what 
shall I do unto thee? O Judah, 
what shall I do unto thee? for your 
goodness is as the morning cloua, 
and as the early dew it goeth 
away.” 

What shall be done? That is the 
great question. The problem which 
pastors often face—‘“‘What shall I 
do? What can Ido?” Things look 
discouraging, and, from a human 
viewpoint, all is hopeless. Straight 
preaching that crosses the grain 
is not always welcome by luke- 
warm Christians. The pastor ma) 
hit their sin, and hit it hard, but 
seemingly to no avail—they are 
not helped. Preaching judgment 
upon them is not always a suffi- 
cient cure for the disease. Though 
rebukes may be justly deserving, 
yet judgment alone is no remedy, 
neither is merely showing folk 
their bad condition. They need 
mercy, whether they deserve it or 
not. 

A boy is told to keep off the thin 
ice, but he does not heed the warn- 
ing. Finally he breaks through and 
gets soaked. He does not go home 
to change his clothes for fear of 
punishment, and as a result he gets 
seriously ill and develops pneu- 
monia. The parents learn of the 
cause, but will they scold or whip 
him to cure him of his sickness? 
No. They will get a physician or 
take their boy to the hospital to 
have him taken care of. Likewise 
it is useless to club spiritually sick 
sheep from the pulpit. We must 
seek for a better remedy. While sin 
and hypocrisy must be exposed, 
there must also be the healing 
balm to bring restoration to the 
sick soul. It is true that a great 
many people are indifferent to the 
message of mercy because they 
have not been aroused with the 
message of God’s holy wrath 
against sin. The truth must go 
forth in the spirit and power of 
Elijah to prepare men’s hearts by 
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the throes of conviction for the 
message of God’s mercy and the 
love of Christ. 

Sometimes in trying to adminis- 
ter the remedy there is too much 
technicality and not enough spirit- 
uality; too much diagnosis and not 
enough medicine; too much legal- 
ism and not enough love; too much 
talk and not enough prayer. More 
prayer, more dying out to self on 
the part of ministers are necessary 
in order to help spiritually sick 
sheep. 

Let us learn something of God’s 
attitude in His dealing with Israet. 
When God thought of the sins and 
the waywardness of Israel, He 
said, ““My people are bent to back- 
sliding from me.” His great heart 
was pained with their insults. Their 
estrangement wounded His love.His 
sense of justice was aroused. He 

.Was moved with righteous indigna- 

tion against them. But His heart 
was filled with the yearning of love, 
mingled with mercy and _ truth. 
“How shall I give thee up, 
Ephraim? How shall I deliver thee, 
Israel? Mine heart is turned with- 
in me, my repentings are kindled 
together. I will not execute the 
fierceness of mine anger, I will not 
return to destroy Ephraim: for | 
am God, and not man” (Hos. 11:7- 
9), 

God also foresaw the apostasy of 
His Church; how from the pure, 
holy, and spiritual state she would 
drift into worldliness and_ sin so 
that He would be compelled io 
withdraw His favor from her be- 
cause of sin. But this also was too 
painful for God to endure’ very 
long. His great love moved Him tu 
bring about a restoration. “For a 
small moment have I forsaken 
thee; but with great mercies will 
I gather thee. In a little wrath I 
hid my face from thee for a mo- 
ment; but with everlasting kind- 
ness will I have mercy on _ thee, 
saith the Lord thy Redeemer.” 
“Yea I have loved thee with an 
everlasting love: therefore with 
loving kindness have I drawn 
thee.” 

Love finds a way to help. Love is 
patient and long-suffering, and 
brings the wanderer back again. 
Love will heal the broken in heart 
and soothe the aches of the peni- 
tent soul. Oh, for more of this love 
in dealing with backsliders and lost 
souls! More love is needed to build 
the old waste places. More love is 
needed to revive the burned over 
fields. More love is needed to re- 
store lukewarm Christians to nor- 
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mal and spiritual health. 

“Return unto me, O backsliding 
Israel, for Iam married unto you,” 
saith the Lord.

Many suppose that Roman 
Catholicism received its death blow 
in the Reformation but today Ro- 
manism is rising. The Roman pas- 
sion to rule the world burns un- 
abated. Though its blaze has been 
held in check through the four 
centuries since the rise of Protes- 
tantism, Rome has only been wait- 
ing her time. Today she is finding 
a favorable time to sow her prop- 
aganda and to seek to regain her 
lost supremacy. The strife of de- 
nominationalism, the rise of mod- 
ernism, the general ignorance of 
history, and the ability of Catholi- 
cism to offer religion on barga:n 
counter terms, all favor the pres- 
ent movement for the revival of 
Romanism.

Jesus Christ said, “Except a mau 
be born again he cannot see the 
kindom of God,” making SPIRIT- 
UALITY the keynote of salvation 
and the basis of entrance into His 
kingdom. The Roman Catholic 
church exalts membership in the 
Roman church, with submission to 
its priesthood, and observance of 
its sacramental system as the way 
of salvation. The Holy Ghost as- 
sures those who repent to God, and 
forsake their sins that they are ac- 
cepted with God and _ secure for 
eternity. The Roman church as- 
sures its communicants that if 
they JOIN the church and do ITS 
penances they may do what they 
will yet their eternal salvation will 
be secured for them by the Roman 
Catholic church. God’s Word de- 
clares, “There is one mediator be- 
tween God and man, the man 
Christ Jesus.” The Romanists de- 
clare that between man and Christ 
there stand as meditator the vir- 
gin Mary, the canonized saints, 
and the Catholic priesthood.

The Romanists demand _ that 
they be recognized by the world 
and Christendom as the institution 
designated by Christ when He said, 
“Upon this rock I will build my 
CHURCH and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it,’’ Matt. 
16:15. By the use of the term 
‘Catholic,’ meaning universal, they 
claim that they, and they alone, are 
THE Church of God; that all other 
churches are human in their origin 
and exist without divine authority, 
in fact that they are no churches 
at all. 


The following quotations are 
taken from a_ standard Catholic 
work published in the year 1932, 
being a handbook for THE PROP- 
AGATION OF CATHOLIC TRUTH 
in the streets, squares, and parks 
of the country. One or more 
copies of this book have been 
placed in each public library for 
the use of the reading public: 

“Christ’s terms include a visible 
church; a building; a kingdom; —- 
a mustard seed which was to grow 
large enough to shelter the birds 
of the air.” “It is unreasonable to 
insist as some Protestants do, that 
Christ’s Church is merely an invis- 
ible society, with the consequence 
that nowhere on earth is there a 
visible head.” ‘The power of THIS 
ONE AND ONLY Church of God 
may be clearly seen.” “In religious 
government it is obvious that God 
gave power to but ONE Church, 
and that directly.” “The Church is 
holy because Christ is in His 
Church—this does not mean that 
every individual member in the 
Church is holy; far from it;—the 
Church does. not cast out sinners.” 
“We know the Bible to be the Word 
of God, because the Catholic 
Church, the Church of God, that 
gave the Bible to the world, says 
so.”’ * 2 # 

Insistance that The Church of 
God is primarily a visible organiza- 
tion of persons, rather than pri- 
marily an invisible organism of 
living spiritual members, is the as- 
sumption upon which the author- 
ity of the Catholic system is based. 
If in truth Christ founded an or- 
ganized body, committing the full 
benefits of His atonement to it as 
an organization, and agreed to 
recognize this visible organization 
as His Church perpetually and 
without regard for how far they 
might stray from their original 
charter: if furthermore the Roman 
Catholic Church could establish 
its claim to being that Church, then 
it might indeed prove its preten- 
sions of being THE Church of God 
and of union with Christ being 
had only through JOINING. If on 
the other hand, The Church of 
God, as established by Christ, is 
composed of spiritual members 
made alive by second birth, indi- 
vidually and mystically compacted 
into the living body of Christ not 
by church joining but by the opera- 
tion of the Holy Ghost; drawing 
divine life from Christ as the 
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branches draw the sap from the 
vine, and being allowed to remain 
connected with the. vine. only as 
long as they bear the fruits of 
righteousness, then membership in 
THE Church of God has nota 
thing to do with joining the Ro- 
manists. This is the plain teaching 
of the Scriptures. Assumed Apos- 
tolic Succession or unbroken con- 
tinuance of an ancient church in 
its visible, outward organization is 
not enough to identify itas THE 
Church of God. An organization is 
not THE Church of God because of 
its external organization but be- 
cause it is composed. of blood- 
washed saints compacted into the 
ONE mystical body in vital SPIR- 
ITUAL union by the operation of 
the Holy Ghost within its members 
individually, whether they be “Jew 
or Gentile, male or female, bond or 
free,” properly disciplined. 
* *& 

Christ has assured HIS Church 
that the “gates of hell shall NOT 
prevail against IT; “Matt. 15:16. 
By its very nature the gates of hell 
CANNOT prevail against the true 
CHURCH OF GOD. Yet history 
teaches us that the visible church 
had not gone fifty years from Pen- 
tecost before its outward organi- 
zation had become imperfect thru 
schism, divisions, a party spirit, 
etc. Before four centur.es had gone 
by the “gates of hell” had taken 
almost full possession of the vis- 
ible Church calling itself THE 
Church of God. From the union of 
a large section of the Church with 
the world’s leading empire in the 
fourth century there evolved the 
Roman Catholic Church, still 
claiming to be The Church of God 
through primacy of physical or- 
ganization. In the ages that follow- 
ed it was the spiritual individuals 
and little groups not connected 
with this literal Church who had 
God’s testimony. Membership in 
the body of Christ, “which is HIS 
Church,” is not obtained by the 
mediatorship of human organiza- 
tion or through JOINING a visibly 
organized body, however much the 
Catholics insist upon this premise. 
Those who humbly yield them- 
selves to God “are baptized by the 
one Spirit into the One body.” 
Membership in the best visible or- 
ganization on earth is the privilege 
and duty of the individuals who by 
the Holy Ghost have ALREADY 
been made a part of the body of 
Christ. Church membership is an 
EFFECT, not the CAUSE, of union 
with Christ.

ly bringing the rejected Christ face 
to face with those who are upon 
earth who have rejected Him dur- 
ing the preaching of the gospel of 
the last days, and who by reason 
of their flight and undone condi- 
tions “shall wail because of him.” 
We may further contemplate that 
when He returns to establish the 
kingdom of heaven upon earth, 
that judgment will begin for the 
living nations who are upon earth, 
and that ‘every eye” shall in some 
stage of that judgment behold Him, 
and that His kingship and authori- 
ty will continue to broaden itself 
as He sets God’s judgments in the 
earth, until as a climax the wicked 
dead shall appear before Him, 2- 
mong whom will be found those 
“who pierced him.” What John 
would have us understand, is not 
so much the manner of His com- 
ing, as the certainty of it; and the 
fact that judgment will accompany 
His appearing and that its effects 
will be of such nature as to cause 
wailing and lamenting of those 
who are not ready for that sublime 
event. 

Jews and Gentiles Affected 

In our text the revelator is quot- 
ing from John 19:37, which reads, 
“They shall look upon him whom 
they pierced.” It was the Gentiles 
who pierced Him, after He was 
condemned by the Jews; yet both 
were distinctively implicated in 
His murder. John also quotes from 
Zech. 12:10, wherein it is written, 
“TI will pour upon the house of 
David, and upon the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, the spirit of grace 
and of supplication: and they shall 
look upon me whom they have 
pierced, and they shall mourn for 
him, as one mourneth for his only 
son, and shall be in bitterness for 
him, as one is in bitterness for his 
firstborn.” The indication is that. 
not only do the Jews mourn “over 
him” but likewise “all tribes” and 
“kindreds of the earth” shall 
“mourn” for Him. A similar refer- 
ence is found in Matt. 24:30. Zech. 
12:11 indicates that there will be 
a “great mourning in Jerusalem.” 
The evidence is that Jehovah has 
returned unto His people with 
great mercy, in granting them re- 
pentance; which will be followed 
by the fulfillment of Zech. 13:1. 
“In that day there shall be a foun- 


tain opened to the house of David 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem for sin and for uncleanness.” 
There immediately follows a 
cleansing of the land, and a mani- 
festation of their Messiah as is in- 
dicated in verse 6. 
The Place of His Coming 

1. In the clouds. 2 To mount of 
Olives. ‘And he led them out as 
far as to Bethany, and he lifted up 
his hands, and blessed them. And 
it came to pass, while he blessed 
them, he was parted from them, 
and carried up into heaven.” Luke 
24:50, 51. “And while they looked 
stedfastly toward heaven as he 
went up, behold, two men stood by 
them in white apparel; Which also 
said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand 


ye gazing up into heaven this 
same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so 


come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.” Acts 1: 
10, 11. “Afterward he brought me 
to the gate, even the gate that 
looketh toward the east: And, be- 
hold, the glory of the God of Is- 
rael came from the way of the 
east: and his voice was like a noise 
of many waters: and the earth 
shined with his glory. And _ the 
glory of the Lord came into the 
house by the way of the gate 
whose prospect is toward the east.” 
Ezk. 43:1, 2, 4. “And His feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives, which is before Jerusa- 
lem on the east, and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst 
thereof toward the east and to- 
ward the west, and there shall be 
a very great valley; and half the 
mountain shall remove toward the 
north, and half of it toward the 
south.” 


Armageddon 


“Behold, the day of the Lord 
cometh, and thy spoil shall be di- 
vided in the midst of thee. For I 
will gather all nations against Je- 
rusalem to battle; and _ the city 
shall be taken, and the houses 
riffled, and the women _ ravished; 
and half of the city shall go forth 
into captivity, and the residue of 
the people shall not be cut off from 
the city. Then shall the Lord go 
forth, and fight against those na- 
tions, as when he fought in the 
day of battle,” Zech. 14:1-3. It is 
at this juncture that “his feet shall 
stand upon the mount of Olives,” 
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at which time the great earthquake 
as mentioned in Isa. 29:6 and Rev. 
16:19 occurs. None of ‘these cos- 
mic disturbances occurred at the 
first appearing of Christ; it re- 
mains therefore that they are as- 
sociated with His revelation as a 
means of chast’sement and judg- 
ment. 

“And out of his mouth goeth a 
sharp sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations: and he _ shall 
rule them with a rod of iron; and 
he treadeth the winepress of the 
fierceness of the wrath of Almighty 
370d. And he hath on his vesture 
and on his thigh a name written 
KING OF KINGS AND LORD OF 
LORDS.” Just here the smiting 
stone of Daniel 2:34, 35 strikes 
the collossal image of Gentile pow- 
er and breaks it to shivers. “And 
I saw an angel standing in the sun: 
and he cried with a loud voice, 
saying to all the fouls that fly in 
the midst of heaven, Come and 
gather yourselves together unto 
the supper of the great God, that 
ye may eat the flesh of kings, and 
the flesh of captains, and the flesh 
of mighty men, and the flesh of 
horses, and of them that sit on 
them, and the flesh of all men, 
both free and bond, both small and 
great. And I saw the beast, and the 
kings of the earth, and_ their 
arinies, gathered together to make 
war against him that sat on the 
horse, and against his army. And 
the beast was taken, and with him 
the false prophet that wrought 
miracles before him, with which he 
deceived them that had _ received 
the mark of the beast, and them 
that worshipped his image. These 
both were cast alive into a lake of 
fire burning with brimstone. And 
the remnant were slain with the 
sword of him that sat upon the 
horse, which sword proceedeth out 
of his mouth: and all the fowls 
were filled with their flesh,” Rev. 
19:15-21. 

It is here that the yoke of Gen- 
tile overlordship is broken off the 
neck of the Jewish remnant and 
the kingdom of Israel under Jesus 
Christ King of the Jews is set up, 
which is followed by a fuller and 
more complete institution of the 
kingdom of heaven upon earth. 
The judgment of the nations as 
mentioned in Joel 3:2 and Matt. 
25:32 will immediately follow. 

The Kingdom Blessings 

“And the Lord shall be king over 
all the earth: in that day shall 
there be one Lord, and his name 
one. And it shall be in that day, 
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that living waters shall go out from 
Jerusalem: half of them toward 
the former sea, and half of them 
toward the hinder sea: in summer 
and in winter shall it be.” “And it 
shall come to pass, that every one 
that is left of all the nations which 
came against Jerusalem shall even 
go up from year to year to wor- 
ship the King, the Lord of hosts, 
and to keep the feast of taber- 
nacles. And it shall be, that whoso 
will not come up of all the families 
of the earth unto Jerusalem to 
worship the King, the Lord of hosts, 
even upon them shall be no rain. 
And if the family of Egypt go not 
up, and come not, that have no 
rain; there shall be the plague, 
wherewith the Lord will smite the 
heathen that come not up to keep 
the feast of tabernacles. 

This shall be the punishment of 
Egypt, and the punishment of all 
nations that come not up to keep 
the feast of tabernacles. In that 
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day shall there be upon the bells of 
the horses, HOLINESS UNTO 
THE LORD; and the pots in the 
Lord’s house shall be like the 
bowls before the altar. Yea, every 
pot in Jerusalem and in Judah 
shall be holiness unto the Lord of 
hosts: and all they that sacrifice 
shall come and take of them, and 
seethe therein: and in that day 
there shall be no more the Ca- 
naanite in the house of the Lord 
of hosts.” Zech. 14:16-21. “And 
the kingdom and dominion, and 
the greatness of the kingdom un- 
der the whole heaven, shall be 
given to the people of the saints 
of the most High, whose kingdom 
is an everlasting kingdom, and all 
dominions shall serve and obey 
him.”” Dan. 7:27. It follows there- 
fore that “the kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of 
our Lord, and of his Christ; and he 
shall reign for ever and ever,” Rey. 
TESTS.

to urge our people everywhere to 
be more studious and more prayer- 
ful, so that we may better under- 
stand the working powers of the 
Holy Ghost and thereby be ready 
to go before that dreadful day ot 
the wrath of God may come. 

Dan. 9:27, “And he shall con- 
firm the covenant with many for 
one week: and in the midst of the 
week he shall cause the sacrifice 
and the oblation to cease, and for 
the overspreading of abomination 
he shall make it desolate, even un- 
til the consummation, and that de- 
termined shall be poured upon the 
desolate.” We have the first plain 
statement of the last week. Sixty- 
nine weeks have been fulfilled and 
we only have one week, seven 
years, left, so we are brought right 
up to the time of the catching 
away by Christ of those who ar 
ready to meet Him. 1 Thess. 4:13- 
18; Rev. 3, latter part of 8th verse, 
also 10th verse; Luke 21:34, 36; 
Isa. 26:20, 21. These scriptures 
make it plain that Jesus promised 
His disciples He would take them 
away from this world before the 
great tribulation week. 

To prove that the raptured saints 
are already in glory and not a seal 
broken, read the fourth and fifth 
chapters of Revelation. You reach 
the sixth chapter before a seal is 
broken. At the breaking of the first 
seal, Rev. 6:1, 2, we find the man 


of sin making his appearance. He 
will come on a white horse with a 
bow in his hand, going forth con- 
quering and to conquer. Those who 
fail to make preparation for the 
rapture will be left to enter the 
tribulation. This will be the great- 
est three and a half years of de- 
ception that the world has ever en- 
countered. The man of sin will 
pay but little attention to religion 
during this period. He will be busy 
putting this world on a paying 
basis. In the middle of the week he 
will cause the sacrifice and obla- 
tion to cease. The league he has 
made with God’s people, the Jews, 
at the beginning of his administra- 
tion, will be broken and he will de- 
mand that they worship him, 
claiming that he is God. The Jews 
will rebel and it is then that they 
are sealed, the 144,000, and they 
will be the only religious survivors 
of the entire tribulation that will 
remain on earth. All who love the 
Lord, both Jews and Gentiles, wiil 
be slain with the exception of the 
144,000. Oh how the people should 
make preparation for the day of 
the rapture so they will miss this 
awful time of sorrow. 


It is believed by many Bible 
scholars that this man of sin will 
be Antiochus Epiphanes, who be- 
fore Christ 775 years profaned the 
temple and terribly persecuted the 
Jews. Antiochus is evidently the 
little horn which came up with the 
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man’s head in the midst of the four 
horns. He banished 40,000 Jews 
and put to death 40,000 trying to 
force them w offer a hog as a sac- 
rifice in the holy of holies. He took 
a corps of his army officers and 
went into the temple and offered 
the sacrifice himself. After this he 
was destroyed. Read Rev. 11:7, 
and it plainly tells you where he 
will come from; also Rev. 17:8; Isa. 
14:18-20. Iam sure these scrip- 
tures make it plain that there will 
be a_ reproduction of this awful 
person and he will be called the 
man of sin. 

There is the greatest confusion 
of nations that has ever been since 
the world began. Every spirit of 
disobedience that can be imagined 
is working now among the people. 
The plan ot reconstruction to bring 
back prosperity is being pursued 
by the greatest talent in America, 
and similar plans in all other na- 
tions are under way. Most every 
nation has a superior man in whom 
they have confided and have given 
them complete control of the gov- 
ernment’s affairs. This all corre- 
sponds with the working power of 
the enemy for the last days. When 
all these men have utterly failed 
this man of sin will appear. Reaa 
Dan. 8:23-25. This gives a glowing 
description of what this king of 
fierce countenance will be able to 
do. The dictators of every nation 
will have only to turn over their 
affairs to this man of sin and he 
will cause all craft to prosper in 
his hands. 

Putting all these scriptures to- 
gether and looking prayerfully over 
the situation, I can see only the 
great storm approaching. There is 
only one thing left for all devout 
Christians to do and that is to 
unite all our efforts for the salva- 
tion of the lost and make this most 
necessary preparation for the rap- 
ture. 1 am afraid there is not 
enough deep, serious, prayerful 
thought among thousands of our 
people. If we miss the preresurrec- 
tion and the preraptured saints, 
we will have missed the most glo- 
rious thing that God has for His 
children at this time. On the other 
hand there seems to be a great 
awakening among our people, a 
deepening into God, and a greater 
desire for more of His love and 
power. Come, let us unite our ef- 
forts and work and pray until this 
conflict is finished and Jesus shall 
descend from heaven and catch 
away those who are ready to meet 
Him.

(TEMPERANCE AND GOOD CITIZENSHIP) 
TEXT: Matt. 22:15-22, 34-40. — MEMORY VERSE: Matt. 22:39. 
TIME: Tuesday of Christ’s last week, probably April 4, A. D. 30. 


PLACE: Jerusalem, in the temple. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. This is the first and great commandment. 
And the second is like unto it. Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.—Matt. 22:37,39. 


LEADING THOUGHT: God should have the first place; we should also fulfill 


our obligations to our state and fellowman. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 


PHARISEES TRY TO ENTANGLE 
JESUS 

V. 15. “Then went the Pharisees.” 
They were the Jewish legalists who after 
they had heard the parables “took coun 
sel” how they might entangle Him in His 
talk. They did not go unto Jesus. that 
they might learn the truth from Him 
but to lay a snare for Him that they may 
entangle Him and bring Him into bond- 
age. They desired to force Him to either 
compromise with the Romans, their polizi- 
cal leaders or with the Jewish national 
and patriotic party. 

V. 16. “And they sent out unto him 
their disciples.” Men of their own party 
and students in the rabbinical schools. 
“With the Herodians.” These two bodies 
hated each other but now form an unholy 
alliance for the purpose of attacking Je- 
sus. The latter were advocates of the 
reigning house of Herod, therefore nat- 
ural opponents to the Pharisees. “Saying, 
Master, we know that thou art true, and 
teachest the way of God in truth.” They 
acknowledged Him as Master but refused 
to be His disciples. Their statement was 
false and hypocritical. They did not bDe- 
lieve Him to be a true teacher nor was 
it possible for them to know that He was 
true with all their hatred toward Him. 
If they did, their argument was against 
themselves. “Neither carest thou for any 
man.” It is true that He was impartial in 
His judgments toward all men. They here 
sought to encourage Him to be bold in 
His answer toward their own authorities. 
“For thou regardest not the person of 
men.” Why should He since He knew what 
was in man? And might His holy mes- 
sage be restrained by the attitude men 
should take toward it? 

THE QUESTION 

V. 17. “Tell us therefore, What think- 
est thou? Is it lawful to give tribute un. 
to Caesar, or not?” “Because you are so 
truthful and impartial, give us your un- 
prejudiced opinion about the following 
much disputed question.” The tribute was 
the poll tax levied by the Romans, The 
Caesar mentioned was Tiberius whose 
reign began in A. D. 11, now an old 
man. Caesar was a title applied to the 
Roman emperors. The question was de- 
signed to get Christ into trouble either 
way He answered. If He had answered jn 


favor of the Romans they would have 
charged Him with being unpatriotic and 
therefore not a nationalist, and at the 
same time would have brought charges 
against Him for rebellion against the Ro- 
man government. 

Vv. 18. “But Jesus perceived their 
wickedness.” Their malice and hypocricy 
which prompted their inquiry. He who 
was full of grace and truth could readily 
discern the opposite to His mission of 
love and mercy, therefore He answered 
“And said, Why tempt ye me, ye hypo- 
crites.” They were hypocrites because 
they falsely posed as conscientious men. 
They were insincere concerning the truth 
tion against Him. 

CHRIST’S ANSWER 

Vv. 19. “Show me the tribute money.” 
That is, the coin in which the tribute was 
paid, a reply wholly unexpected. They 
hoped He would answer against the He- 
rodians but He gave no decision in the 
matter such as they desired. “And they 
brought unto him a penny.” The denari- 
us, a Roman coin worth about seventeen 
cents, but equal to about two dollars pur- 
chasing power of our money. It was the 
amount of the capitation tax and was 
paid in Roman coinage instead of Jewish 
coinage. The Jew hated this coin as it 
was the cofmage in which the poll tax 
was paid. It was ever a reminder that 
they were slaves to the heathen. It bore 
the idolatrous image of their Roman em- 
peror, Tiberius. 

V. 20. “And he saith unto them, Whose 
is this image and superscription?” This 
question went to the root of and settled 
the matter as if the coin with the Roman 
emperor’s image on it was acknowledged 
as belonging to him and his government. 

V. 21. “They say unto him, Caesar’s.” 
They were constrained to answer that 
the coin bears the effigy of the Roman 
emperor, a displeasing answer on the 
part of the Pharisees, but naturally ap- 
preciated by the Herodians. “Then saith 
he unto them, Render therefore unto Cae- 
sar the things which are Caesar’s; and 
unto God the things that are God’s.” We 
are commanded in Romans 13th chapter, 
to pay tribute to whom tribute is due 
and custom to whom custom, fear to 
whom fear, honor to whom honor. Re- 
gardless of the evil administration of the 
present world powers they were never- 
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theless ordained of God for the better- 
ment of world society, so acknowledged 
when God abandoned the possibility of 
the Jewish kingdom and promoted the 
Gentile overlordship through Nebuchad- 
nezzar. The reference alone considers the 
right of these rulers to govern their sub- 
jects, and on equal ground that which be- 
longs to God must be rendered to Him— 
your tithes, offerings, etc. God has equal 
right to reign over His people and re- 
ceive tribute from them incident to the 
upkeep of His government. 

V. 22. “When they heard these words, 
they marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way.” Marvelled at His wisdom and 
how their carefully laid plot which had 
seemed irresistible was utterly frustrat- 
ed. Christ’s answer forever separates 
state and church and defines it as being 
two distinct institutions. They had no 
answer for Him, therefore they left Him. 
THE PHARISEES QUESTION JESUS 

Matt. 22:34-40 

Vv. 34. “But when the Pharisees had 
heard that he had put the Sadducees to 
silence again they were gathered to- 
gether.” Like the Sadducees they sougiit 
to lower His estimation before the public 
by engaging Him in public controversy. 
They questioned Him not concerning 
state and religious matters but concern- 
ing the greater things of religion. 

V. 35. “Then one of them, which was 
a lawyer, asked him a question, tempting 
him, and saying.” These lawyers were 
teachers who expounded the Mosiac law. 
This certain one was perhaps used by the 
Pharisees as an expert whom they 
thought would not be so easily discom- 
fited as were the Sadducees, The word 
“tempted” Him means put Him to a test. 
Not altogether maliciously but with a 
desire to hear Christ’s opinion on a much 
disputed point. According to Mark 12:28- 
34 this scribe proved to be rather inter- 
esting, who had quite a worthy conception 
of religious ideas. 

V. 36. “Master, which is the great com- 
mandment.” There is said to be 613 pre- 
cepts and commandments in the injunc- 
tions of the scribes. These were divided 
into major and minor questions concern- 
ing their importance. All could not be 
observed, therefore, they sought the mean- 
ing of the more weightier ones. St. James 
2:10 greatly condemns such an argument. 

THE ANSWER 

V. 37. “Jesus said unto him, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy mind.” Such a demand insists that 
our emotions, affections, spiritual pow- 
ers, intellect, thought, mental ability, as 
well as physical ability, all be devoted to 
God in our worship and service. 

V. 38. “This is the first and great com- 
mandment.” Christ’s answer was com- 
plete and no one could gainsay it, Luke 
10:27. It is the chief duty of man to 
first acknowledge his source of origin 
and secondly to so conduct and order his 
life in harmony with the purpose of that 
source. 


Vv. 39. “The second is like unto it.” 








FOURTBEN 


In that it has love for its fellow-being as 
God had love toward the whole creation. 
Alone on such laws and_  *relationship 
could a spiritual unity exist. “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” Tue 
relationship of man and his neighbor in 
God’s sight are equal and an injury 
against one’s neighbor is a sin against 
God and a violation of the law of love. 
Each individual should be concerned 
about his neighbor as no man liveth un- 
to himself. We are each a part of God’s 
creation and each were made in God’s 
image and likeness. “And this command- 
ment have we from him that he who lov- 
eth God loveth his brother also,” 1 John 
4:21; Matt. 7:12. If we would sow no ill 


deeds we would reap no_ undesirable 
fruits. 
Vv. 40. “On these two commandments 


hang all the law and the prophets.” All 
the revelations which God has made to 
man in every age concerning moral and 
religious ceremonies have for their pur- 
pose the reuniting of God as Creator and 
His creation together as a family.
